This concerns your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request submitted to Department of the 
Treasury, dated June 12, 2019. You seek, all documents including emails and email attachments 
regarding the OPERATION RUSSIAN RUBLE for the periods of 03/01/1989 to 06/12/2019.

You 
may do so by identifying specific records you seek regarding Operation Russian Ruble, including 
the custodians you believe maintains those records by name, title and or program office and 
narrowing the timeframe of the search. 

Upon receipt of a perfected request, you will be advised as to the status of your request. 

If we do not receive an amended request from you within 30 days from the date of this letter, 
August 30, 2019, we will assume you are no longer interested in this FOIA request and will 
consider your request withdrawn. Please be advised that this action is not a denial of your 
request and will not preclude you from filing other requests in the future.
